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NOTES 


Rounding of Figures. Many of the figures appearing in the tables have been rounded (to thousands 
or, in some cases, millions), without making those adjustments which would be needed to make 
the rounded figures add to the rounded total. It is for this reason that figures do not always add 
to the totals shown in the tables. 


Population and Vital Statistics. Estimates of the population of Australia (and of States and 
Territories) are prepared quarterly by the Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra. The estimated 
population in each State or Territory represents the population ascertained at the 1966 Census 
plus recorded natural increase and recorded net gain from overseas migration for that State or 
Territory ; gains and corresponding losses that result from movements between States and Terri- 
tories are also taken into account in so far as they are recorded as transfers of State of residence 
under child endowment procedures or Commonwealth electoral procedures supplemented by results 
of any special count or sample survey. Holiday, business or other similar short-term movements 
between States and Territories are omitted. As records of migration by State or Territory are 
not complete, the estimated State and Territory populations so derived are approximate and are 
subject to revision when the actual population of each State is ascertained at the 1971 Census. 
Rates of birth, death, marriage and natural increase which are based on these populations are simil- 
arly subject to revision. 


Before an amendment to the Australian Constitution in 1967, it was provided by section 127 
that ‘in reckoning the numbers of the people of the Commonwealth, or of a State or other part 
of the Commonwealth, aboriginal natives shall not be counted’. This provision was deleted 
following a referendum held on 27 May 1967 which resulted in a large majority of votes in favour 
of its repeal. The enabling Act, the Constitution Alteration (Aboriginals) 1967, came into operation 
on 10 August 1967. 


The population estimates appearing in Table 1 refer to total population, ¢.e. including 
Aborigines. Vital statistics, which until 31 December 1966 excluded births, deaths and marriages 
of full-blood Aborigines, include events among the total population for periods subsequent to 
that date. The term ‘ full-blood Aborigines’, as used in relation to these statistics, is to be 
understood to mean persons with more than one-half Aboriginal blood. 


External Trade. From 1 July 1965, when a new Australian Customs Tariff was introduced, imports 
have been classified according to an Australian Import Commodity Classification based on the 
United Nations Standard International Trade Classification, Revised. From 1 July 1966, an Austral- 
ian Export Commodity Classification, also based on the Standard International Trade Classification, 
was adopted in the tabulation of export information. 


The Standard International Trade Classification follows closely the ‘ Brussels’ tariff nomen- 
clature used in the new Australian Customs Tariff. The Standard International Trade Classification 
consists of 10 broad commodity categories designated ‘ Sections’ and comprising 56 commodity 
‘Divisions ’ which are further divided into 177 commodity ‘Groups’. The structure of the 
classification serves to provide a summary of data relating to 1,312 basic items of international 
trade. The Sections, Divisions and Groups, and the relevant reference numbers, are shown in 
Table 24. The first digit of the reference number denotes the Section ; the first two digits, the 
Division ; and three digits, the Group. In some cases the descriptions of commodity Divisions 
and Groups are abbreviations of the full text, which is available in the Australian Import Com- 
modity Classification and the Australian Export Commodity Classification issued by the Com- 
monwealth Bureau of Census and Statistics, Canberra. 


Employment Estimates. The estimates of wage and salary earners in civilian employment shown 
in Table 49 are based on benchmarks derived from the results of the Population Census of June 
1966. ‘The series relates only to civilian wage and salary earners, not the total labour force, and 
the figures therefore exclude employers, self-employed persons, unpaid helpers and defence forces. 
Also excluded, because of the inadequacy of current data, are employees in agriculture and private 
domestic service, and some part-time employees. Although, as the result of the adoption of a 
new definition of the labour force in the 1966 Population Census, more part-time employees were 
included in the census benchmarks, it is not possible to allow completely in the post-censal 
estimates for the growth of part-time employment, particularly by persons working very few 
hours a week. 

In due course the estimates for periods prior to the Census of June 1966 will also be revised, 
but on a basis comparable with that of the 1961 Census benchmarks, the information needed 
to revise these benchmarks on the 1966 Census basis not being available. 


Finance Companies. The summary of the principal statistics of the lending operations of corporate 
finance companies, shown in Tables 59-62, covers the operations of companies engaged mainly 
in providing certain credit facilities to the general public (companies and persons). Banks, 
insurance companies, etc. and companies providing credit to ‘ related companies’ are excluded. 

The outstanding balance for a particular period cannot be verified by the addition of the 
amount financed to the previous month’s outstanding balance, less collections and other liquida- 
tions for the period under review, owing to the amount financed being a ‘net figure’, i.e. it 
excludes interest, insurance and hiring charges. 


Additional information on this subject is available in the mimeographed publications Finance 
Companies issued monthly and annually by the Commonwealth Statistician, Canberra. 


The abbreviation ‘ n.e.i.’, where it occurs in the tables, denotes ‘not elsewhere included ’.

For Primary Production it is obtained by deducting from the value 
realised at the principal market all marketing costs and the cost of goods used in production (seed, fertiliser, pickling, 
sprays, dips, fodder, fuel and oil, etc.). For Manufacturing, it is obtained by deducting from the selling value at 
the factory door the cost of goods consumed in the process of production (i.e. materials used, fuel, power and light, 
lubricating oil and water, repairs to plant and buildings, tools replaced and containers and packing).

The statistics of industrial disputes refer only to disputes involving a stoppage of work of ten man-days 
or more. Workers indirectly involved are employees thrown out of work at the establishment where the stoppages 
occurred but not themselves parties to the dispute. 


Details of the number of disputes and workers involved in disputes which commenced in any year and were still 
in progress during the following year are included in the figures for both years. Disputes not settled at the end of a 
quarter are not counted in the number of disputes for the following quarter, but additional workers involved and work- 
ing days and wages lost are included.

Particulars of some stop- 
pages (e.g. those involving a large number of establishments) may be estimated and the statistics therefore should be 
regarded as giving a broad measure of the extent of stoppages of work (as defined).

Building is classified as ‘ Private’ or ‘ Government’ according to ownership at date of commencement. Thus 
‘ Government’ includes buildings erected for Commonwealth and State Governments, semi-government and local 
government authorities either by contractors or by day labour, whether these buildings are for their own use, for 
rental ,or for sale after completion. Buildings erected for private ownership, or which are financed or supervised by 
government authorities but erected for particular persons, are classified as ‘ Private’. 

Prior to 1 July 1966, additions of $10,000 or more to buildings other than houses were classified as ‘ new’ buildings. 
From 1 July 1966, alterations and/or additions of $10,000 or more to existing buildings of all types are included as 
‘new’ buildings. The total value of alterations and additions of less than $10,000 is shown separately. 


The value of land on which the projected buildings are to be erected is not included in the values shown.

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XVII—MOTOR VEHICLE REGISTRATIONS 


In Western Australia there is no single authority responsible for the licensing of vehicles. The 
Traffic Branch of the Police Department licenses vehicles in the Metropolitan Traffic Area as defined in 
Regulations made under the Traffic Act and other areas as prescribed. In other parts of the State 
each local government authority is responsible for the licensing of vehicles in its own district.
